Skidmore tells of 
legislators' inactivity

The lengthiest discussion at the last Ari^ 
tioch Grade School District's, meeting was 
built around a report oil computer education 
education given by the district's superin-_ 
tendent, Dr. Donald Skidmore. 

Skidmore recommended the program andV 
the board gave it the go-ahead. ; • ?, 

• One of the first steps will be to "get the 
staff in gear," and have inservice meetings 
on the operation of the computers as they will 
relate to the school curriculum. 

"The general conclusion drawn is that we 
•owe it to our children to expose them to com- 
puter! language and, if possible, hands-on- 
experience," reported Skidmore. 

The board also approved the rental, for one 
year, Xerox 2400 machine for use al^lhe 
upper grade school. 

The board also heard that the school 
district's 1981 equalized assessed valuation 
.(EAV)from Lake County is $107,393,961 or 
$199,039 less than wasprojected a year ago. 



This means that the district is gaining $9.5 
million in EAV which means less state aid 
and: a continuing dependence upon local 
property tax for supporting local education. 

Skidmore also reported on his attendance, 
along with Antioch High School Supl. Warren 
Polley, at the convention of the Illinois Assn. 
of School Administrators. 

Skidmore said, "I -talked to some of our 
legislators^ (motivated by his interest in the 
amount of state aids the school district will 
receive) and the one thing that stands out 
there is that no one is doing anything towards 
the balancing of thebudget. ' ' . 

"The governmental bodies were charac- 
terized by inactivity," he said,. 

"The incumbents don't want to offend 
anyone and the lame ducks* don't want to do 
anything that will hurt their party's chances 
in the upcoming election," he added. 

"I guess the state government, as well-as 
the one in Washington, comes to a grinding 
halt during the pre-election season," Skid- 
more said.
